REPORT 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

OF  THE 

DEWSBURY  &  DISTRICT  GENERAL  INFIRMARY. 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1927. 


IN  presenting  the  51st  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1927,  the  Board 
wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  continued  expansion  of  the 
work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  live  years  ago  was  4,333 
compared  with  6,334  in  1927.  This  fact  alone  bears  eloquent 
testimony  to  the  energy,  enthusiasm  and  skill  of  the  Medical, 
Surgical  and  Nursing  Staff.  The  total  number  of  In-Patients 
treated  during  the  year  was  1,394,  with  an  average  of  53, 
and  an  average  length  of  stay  of  14  days,  and  the  total  number 
of  Out-Patients  was  5,240,  with  40,823  attendances,  giving 
an  average  of  136  patients  treated  each  day  throughout  the 
year. 

The  number  of  Operations  performed  during  the  year 
was  955,  of  which  466  were  Major  and  489  Minor.  This  shows 
the  amount  of  work  accomplished  under  adverse  circumstances 
and  the  urgent  necessity  of  the  Board  taking  the  steps  they 
did  last  year  in  proceeding  with  a  more  up-to-date  Hospital, 
where  the  work  may  be  done  even  more  satisfactorily  than  at 
present. 

A  great  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the  number  of 
patients  treated  as  the  result  of  Motor  Accidents.  The  Volun¬ 
tary  Hospitals  Association  have  this  question  under  con¬ 
sideration,  and  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  may  be  made 
with  Insurance  Companies,  in  order  that  hospitals  may  receive 
financial  help  for  the.  treatment  of  these  cases.

Turning  to  the 

financial  aspect  of 

the  year’s 

working, 

it  must  be  most  encouraging  to  the  Subscribers  to  know  that 
in  spite  of  the  bad  trade  prevailing  throughout  the  Infirmary 
Area,  the  finances  have  come  out  so  well.  Every  source  of 
income  shows  a  reduction,  with  the  exception  of  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Fund,  which  shows  an  increase  of  £412  13s.  lid. 
This  increase  has  been  brought  about  by  a  larger  number  of 
employees  adopting  the  Id.  per  week  system,  but.  there  are 
many  mills  and  workshops  which  have  not  yet  come  into  line, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  next  year  a  still  greater  increase  will  be 
recorded.  The  Board  would  here  express  its  great  indebted¬ 
ness  to  the  various  Hospital  Saturday  Committees  and 
Collectors  for  the  increased  interest  they  take  on  behalf  of 
this  Charity. 

Referring  to  the  Expenditure,  it.  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
the  Housekeeping  and  Medical  and  Surgical  Departments  show 
a  decrease  from  1926,  but  the  Salaries  show  an  increase  of 
£149  13s.  6d.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  increased  number  of 
nurses  to  cope  with  the  increased  work,  and  to  bring  the  time 
of  off-duty  more  up-to-date  for  the  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Board  have  to  report  several  changes  on  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff.  Mr.  Charles  Rippon,  after  30  years  of  most 
faithful  and  valuable  services,  retired  from  the  position  of 
Dental  Surgeon,  and  was  unanimously  elected  Hon.  Consulting 
Dental  Surgeon,  this  enabling  the  Board  to  continue  to  have

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the  benefit  of  his  wise  council  and  skill.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  G.  D.  lies.  Dr.  Wm.  Simpson,  of  Ossett,  the  Honorary 
Anaesthetist,  resigned  owing  to  leaving  the  district,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  W.  D.  Mitton,  of  Ossett.  Dr.  D.  J.  Duhig, 
of  Heckmondwike,  was  appointed  Hon.  Assistant  Aural 
Surgeon  in  place  of  Dr.  D.  LaTouche,  who  resigned. 
Dr.  G  E.  Peckett  Davis,  of  Liversedge,  who  has  rendered 
most  valuable  services  for  a  number  of  years,  resigned  his 
post  on  leaving  the  district,  and  the  Board  would  place 
on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  skill  and  ability  displayed 
in  the  treatment  of  the  patients  under  his  care.  Dr.  T. 
Allan  MacLean,  of  Liversedge,  ha^  been  appointed  to  the 
vacancy,  Dr.  J.  J.  D.  LaTouche,  of  Ossett,  being  elevated 
to  the  Senior  Staid. 

The  Board  tender  their  heart}^  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Consulting  and  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  Hon.  Dental  Surgeon, 
and  Hon.  Masseuse  for  their  services  which,  as  in  previous 
years,  have  been  willingly  and  cheerfully  rendered.  It  is  to 
their  ability  and  attention  that  in  a  great  measure  the 
Infirmary  owes  the  position  it  has  so  long  maintained  and 
the  popularity  which  it  so  well  deserves. 

The  Board  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  receipt  of 
£2,000  from  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Arthur  Oldrovd, 
and  £1,000  from  Mr.  Alfred  Ramsden,  late  draper,  of  Dewsbury. 
The  latter  amount  has  been  placed  to  the  Endowment  Fund, 
which  brings  that  Account  close  up  to  £47,000. 

The  Convalescent  Fund  still  continues  to  grow,  through 
the  kindness  of  Miss  Thwaites,  the  Head  Mistress,  the  Lady 
Teachers  and  Pupils  of  the  Wheelwright  Girls’  Grammar 
School.  The  Board  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  for  the 
generous  support  received  from  this  source. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  an  improvement  in  the  collections 
from  the  Sunday  Schools  thoughout  the  Infirmary  Area, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  continue.  The  Board  are  most 
thankful  to  all  who  have  helped  to  bring  this  about. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  the  Board  have  to  record 
the  death  of  Sir  Mark  Oldroyd,  Kt.,  who,  since  the  inception 
of  the  Institution  in  1876,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
took  such  a  lively  interest  in  everything  connected  with  the 
Llospital.  His  shrewd  council,  help  and  influence  were  in¬ 
valuable,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Board  at  their  meeting  held  on  July  12th  : — 
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“  That  the  Dewsbury  &  District  General  Infirmary  Board, 
whilst  deeply  regretting  the  death  of  Sir  Mark  Oldroyd,  Kt., 
rejoices  that  his  life  was  spared  long  enough  to  enable  him  to 
carry  out  his  ardent  desire  to  lay  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the 
New  Infirmary.  It  expresses  its  thankfulness  for  the  many 
services  rendered  by  him  and  for  the  munificient  sums  given 
by  him  to  the  Infirmary,  and  for  the  interest  he  continually 
shewed  in  it  and  its  work.” 

To  the  Clergy  and  Visitors,  Ladies  Visiting  Committee, 
Ex-Patients’  Association,  R.A.  Order  of  Buffaloes,  various 
Sunday  Concert  Committees,  Operatic  Societies,  Alexandra 
Rose  Day  helpers,  etc.,  and  everyone  who  has  worked  hard 
during  the  year,  the  Board  beg  to  offer  their  most  sincere 
thanks. 

Finally,  whilst  the  Board  appreciate  to  the  full  the  excellent 
support  given  to  the  Institution  during  the  past  year,  they 
appeal  most  earnestly  for  an  even  greater  measure  of  support 
during  the  present  year,  so  that  the  Infirmary  may  be  main¬ 
tained  in  its  present  high  state  of  efficiency,  and  that  the 
cost  of  the  ur  gen  tty  needed  Hospital  liquidated,  so  that  the 
noble  work  may  be  carried  on  free  from  anxiety  or  financial 
embarrassment.  To  this  end,  the  Board  trust  that  all  who 
can  will  subscribe  to  the  best  of  their  ability  both  to  the  Main¬ 
tenance  and  New  Building  Fund  during  the  year. 

NEW  INFIRMARY. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  the  Board  gave  a  detailed 
description  of  the  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Sharpe,  the 
Architect  for  the  New  Infirmary.  Since  then  the  Contracts 
have  been  let,  and  it  will  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the 
Institution  to  know  that  the  Board  have  been  able  to  place 
the  major  contracts  with  firms  in  the  Infirmary  Area.  The 
work  of  erection  has  been  pushed  forward,  in  spite  of  the 
adverse  weather  which  the  contractors  have  had  to  contend 
with. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  in  regard  to  the  New  Infirmary 
has  been  fully  reported  in  the  Local  Press  from  time  to  time, 
as  decisions  were  arrived  at. 

The  Foundation  Stone  was  laid  on  June  18th  by  the  late 
lamented  Sir  Mark  Oldroyd,  Kt.  On  the  previous  evening. 
His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Alderman  J.  E.  Kilburn,  convened  a 
Public  Meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Infirmary  Area,  which 
was  well  attended.  Resolutions  were  carried  that  a  Public 
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Subscription  should  be  organised  and  that  a  Bazaar  shall  be 
held  in  the  New  Infirmary  Buildings  when  they  are  completed 
in  1929.  Donations  were  announced  at  the  close  of  the 
Meeting  amounting  to  about  £24,000,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  list  reached  the  magnificent  sum  of  £34,000.  There 
is  still  a  large  sum  to  be  raised,  and  those  who  have  not  yet 
subscribed  to  the  Building  Fund  are  earnest^  asked  to  do  so, 
particularly  employers  of  labour,  to  whom,  as  to  the  people 
in  their  employ,  the  New  Hospital  cannot  fail  to  be  of  the 
greatest  service. 

In  October  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the  New  Nurses’ 
Home  was  laid  by  Miss  Jane  Walker,  J.P.,  M.D.,  of  London, 
and  although  the  proceedings  were  marred  by  most  inclement 
weather,  the  function  proved  most  successful.

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RULES  OF  THE 

DEWSBURY  &  DISTRICT  GENERAL  INFIRMARY. 


I. — NAME  AND  OBJECTS. 

1.  The  Institution  shall  be  called  “  The  Dewsbury 
and  District  General  Infirmary.” 

2.  The  objects  of  the  Institution  shall  be  to  provide 
medical  and  surgical  advice  and  aid  either  gratuitously 
or  in  return  for  such  payments  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Management  to  those  who, 
suffering  from  accident,  disease  or  other  causes,  are 
unable  to  procure  them  at  their  own  homes. 

3.  In  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the  Institution 
its  funds  may  be  expended  in  subscriptions  to  con¬ 
valescent  and  other  similar  Institutions  and  in  sending 
patients  to  and  maintaining  them  in  such  Institutions 
provided  that  the  sums  so  expended  in  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board. 

II.— GOVERNORS. 

4.  The  supreme  control  and  government  of  the 

Governing  r  1v  property  and  affairs  of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in 

a  governing  body  the  members  of  which  are  in  these 
Rules  called  “  Governors.”

Management,  and  then  shall  be  elected  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  said  Board  for  the  ensuing  year.  All 
nominations  for  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting  must 
be  given  to  the  Secretary  in  writing  ten  days  previous  to 
such  Meeting. 

7.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Governing  Body  may  be  Special 
convened  at  any  time  by  the  Board  of  Management  or  MeetmS;" 
by  the  Secretary  on  the  requisition  of  not  less  than  10 
Governors  specifying  the  object  of  the  Meeting  and  at 

any  special  Meeting  convened  on  such  requisition  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  other  than  that  specified 
in  the  requisition.  If  a  Special  Meeting  shall  not  be 
convened  within  Seven  days  after  the  next  Board  Meeting 
the  requisitionists  shall  have  power  to  convene  it  by 
public  advertisement  as  below  stated. 

8.  General  and  Special  Meetings  of  the  Governing  Mode  of 
Body  shall  be  convened  by  advertisement  inserted  at  Stings? 
least  Seven  days  before  the  holding  of  the  Meeting  in  two 

or  more  newspapers  circulating  in  the  Infirmary  district 
in  which  advertisement  the  nature  of  the  business  (other 
than  ordinary  business)  to  be  transacted  shall  be  shortly 
expressed. 

9.  At  every  General  or  Special  Meeting  the  chair  chairman  and 
shall  be  taken  by  the  President,  if  present,  or  in  his Quorum' 
absence  by  a  Chairman  to  be  nominated  by  the  Governors 
present  and  seven  shall  be  a  quorum. 

10.  A  minute  book  shall  be  kept  and  proper  entries  Minutes, 
made  therein  of  all  business  transacted  at  every  Meeting 

of  the  Governors. 

11.  The  voting  at  General  or  Special  Meetings  shall  Voting* 
be  by  show  of  hands,  but  any  Governor  present  may 
demand  a  poll  which  shall  be  taken  immediately  and  the 
result  declared  by  the  Chairman.  In  case  of  equality  of 
votes  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote, 
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HI.— BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

12.  The  Board  of  Management  (in  these  Rules 
referred  to  as  “  the  Board  ”)  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
all  Ex-Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  the  Trustees,  Honorary 
Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretary  and  Honorary  Solicitors 
and  every  Honorary  Medical  Officer  for  the  time  being  who 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  and  21  Elective  Members. 

13.  The  persons  how  constituting  the  Board  shall 
remain  members  of  the  Board  for  the  same  periods 
respectively  as  they  would  have  remained  members  had 
these  Rules  not  been  made. 

14.  One  third  of  the  Elective  Members  of  the  Board 
shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 
The  thirds  to  go  out  of  office  at  the  first  and  second  of 
such  Meetings  after  the  passing  of  these  Rules  shall  be 
determined  by  lot. 

15.  Future  Elective  Members  of  the  Board  other 
than  any  appointed  to  fill  such  casual  vacancies  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years. 

16.  No  person  shall  become  or  Remain  a  member 
of  the  Board  who  is  not  a  Governor  or  who  holds  any 
paid  office  in  connection  with  the  Institution. 

17.  Any  retiring  member  of  the  Board  may  be 
re-elected. 

18.  Casual  vacancies  of  the  Board  may  be  filled  up 
by  the  Board. 


19.  Any  person  elected  to  fill  a  casual  vacancy  on 
the  Board  shall  hold  office  only  while  the  person  in  whose 
place  he  is  elected  would  have  held  office. 

20.  The  Board  shall  at  the  first  Meeting  after  each 
Annual  Meeting  appoint  in  manner  hereinafter  appearing 
and  subject  to  these  Rules  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of 
the  House  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year,  with  power  at  any  time  to  fill  a  casual 
vacancy  in  any  of  such  bodies  but  so  that  any  person 
appointed  to  fill  a  casual  vacancy  shall  hold  office  only 
while  the  person  in  whose  place  he  is  elected  would  have 
held  office,  and  the  Committees  so  appointed. shall  hold 
office  until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed. 


THE  X  RAY  ROOM. 


21.  The  Board  may  at  any  time  appoint  such  other  Committees. 
Committees  (consisting  wholly  or  partly  of  members  of 

their  own  body  or  others)  as  they  may  think  tit  and  may 
prescribe  the  functions  of  and  delegate  any  of  their  powers 
to  any  such  Committee. 

22.  Save  as  otherwise  provided  by  and  subject  to  Board.0* 
these  Rules  the  Board  shall  have  the  entire  superin¬ 
tendance,  control  and  management  of  the  Institution 

and  its  property  and  affairs,  and  shall  elect  or  appoint 
and  prescribe  the  duties  of  and  may  dismiss  at  pleasure 
all  or  any  of  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  Institution, 
and  may  at  any  time  constitute  any  officers  in  addition 
to  those  provided  for  by  these  Rules  and  may  make,  vary 
and  repeal  such  standing  orders  or  bye-laws  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  think  fit  in  relation  to  any  matters 
within  the  scope  of  their  authority,  including  the  conduct 
and  transaction  of  their  business. 


23.  The  Board  shall  meet  monthly  or  oftener  if  Meetlnss- 
required  on  such  day  and  at  such  hour  as  the  Board  shall 
determine. 


24.  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  may  at  any  sPecial  Meeti“gSi 
time  be  convened  by  the  President  and  shall  be  convened 
by  the  Secretary  if  and  whenever  not  less  than  five 
members  of  the  Board  shall  make  a  requisition  to  that 
effect  stating  the  object  of  the  Meeting. 


25.  Seven  days’  notice  of  any  Special  Meeting  shall  social  Meetings, 
be  given  to  every  member  of  the  Board,  stating  the  object 
of  the  Meeting,  and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at 
such  Meeting  except  that  for  which  it  was  convened. 


26.  At  every  Meeting  of  the  Board  the  Chair  shall  and 

be  taken  by  the  President  or  in  his  absence  by  a  Chairman 

to  be  nominated  by  the  members  of  the  Board  present 
and  five  members  shall  be  a  quorum. 

27.  A  Minute  Book  shall  be  kept  and  proper  entries  Minutes* 
made  therein  of  all  business  transacted  at  every  Meeting 

of  the  Board. 


28.  The  Board  shall  make  a  Report  of  all  their  Annual  Report 

j  ,i  j-  i.  ii  a  i  and  Accounts. 

proceedings  during  the  preceding  year  to  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  and  shall  cause  accurate  accounts  to 
be  kept  of  all  receipts  and  payments,  and  shall  make  up 
such  accounts  to  the  31st  December  in  each  year,  and  lay 
the  same  with  all  proper  vouchers  before  the  Auditors 
so  that  they  may  be  duly  audited  one  week  at  least  before 
the  annual  General  Meeting. 
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IV.— COMMITTEES. 

House  Committee. 

29.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine 
members,  of  whom  seven  shall  be  members  of  the  Board 
and  two  shall  be  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
appointed  by  the  Board  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical 
Committee. 

30.  The  House  Committee  shall  meet  fortnightly 
and  shall  investigate  and  control  the  general  economy 
and  management  of  the  Institution,  including  the  purchase 
of  provisions  and  other  articles,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Finance  Committee. 

31.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  six 
members  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board. 

32.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  investigate  and 
from  time  to  time  report  to  the  Board  upon  all  the 
accounts,  investments  and  funds  of  the  Infirmary,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  shall  from 
time  to  time  prescribe. 

Medical  Committee. 

33.  The  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
shall  form  a  Medical  Committee  which  shall  meet  at  least 
once  a  month  and  three  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

34.  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Medical  Committee 
shall  be  convened  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  that  Committee 
if  and  whenever  not  less  than  five  members  of  the 
Committee  shall  make  a  requisition  in  writing  to  that 
effect,  specifying  the  object  of  the  Meeting,  or  if  and 
whenever  directed  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

35.  The  Medical  Committee  shall  make  regulations 
respecting  the  attendances  of  the  members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  other  medical  and  surgical 
officers  of  the  Infirmary,  but  such  regulations  shall  have 
no  effect  until  confirmed  by  the  Board. 

36.  The  Medical  Committee  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  Board  for  the  keeping  of  accurate  statistical 
registers  of  the  patients  admitted  and  discharged  or 
dying  in  the  Infirmary,  and  shall  report  on  all  matters 
referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

37.  The  Medical  Committee  shall  examine  all 
samples  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances,  and  shall  give  orders  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Board  for  the  purchase  of  such  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  Infirmary. 
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V. — OFFICERS. 

President. 

38.  There  shall  be  a  President  of  the  Institution  President- 
who  shall  be  an  honorary  officer  and  shall  be  elected  by 

the  Governors  in  General  Meeting,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting,  and  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election. 

Treasurer. 

39.  There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  Institution  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  an  honorary  officer.  The  Treasurer  shall 

be  one  of  the  Governors  and  shall  be  elected  annually  at 
the  Annual  General  Meeting.  An  outgoing  Treasurer 
may  be  re-elected. 

40.  A  casual  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer  shall  Casual  vacancy, 
be  filled  up  immediately  by  the  Board. 


41.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive 
donations,  and  legacies  to  or  for  the 
Institution,  and  receipts  shall  be  given  for  the  same

42.  There  shall  be  not  more  than  seven  nor  less 
than  four  Trustees  of  the  Institution.

43.  Vacancies  among  the  Trustees  shall  be  tilled  xrusteesmeut  °f 
up  by  the  Board,  and  upon  every  appointment  of  a 
Trustee  and  upon  every  retirement  of  a  Trustee,  all  such 
deeds  and  other  acts  as  the  Board  may  prescribe  for  the 
purpose  of  vesting  all  properties  of  the  Institution  then 
vested  in  any  surviving  or  continuing  or  retiring 
Trustees  or  Trustee  shall  be  executed  and  done. 


44.  All  the  real  and  leasehold  properties  and  all  the  Duties  of 

t  a  Trustees. 

investments  belonging  to  the  Institution  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Trustees,  and  they  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
deeds  and  documents  of  title  relating  to  the  property  of 
the  Institution  and  shall  be  responsibe  for  the  same  and 
shall  deal  with  and  dispose  of  all  the  property  of  the 
Institution  for  the  time  being  vested  in  them  and  the 
income  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Governors  or  of  the  Board. 

45.  Any  Trustee  may  at  any  time  with  the  consent  Trustees  may 
of  his  Co-Trustees  and  of  the  Board  delegate  all  or  anytce8ate  °weib‘ 
of  his  duties  or  powers  to  any  other  Co-Trustee  or 
Co-Trustees.

Auditors. 

46.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  Auditors  of  the 
Institution  who  shall  be  Chartered  or  Incorporated 
Accountants  and  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting. 

47.  The  Auditor  or  Auditors  shall  not  later  than 
three  weeks  before  the  Annual  General  Meeting  audit 
and  report  upon  the  accounts  and  books  of  the  Institution 
and  shall  at  any  other  time  if  and  when  required  by  the 
Board  audit  and  report  upon  any  of  such  accounts  and 
books. 

48.  All  the  accounts  and  books  of  the  Institution 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Audit  or  Auditors  at 
all  reasonable  times. 


Honorary  Medical  Staff. 

Honorary  49.  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  the  Institution 

Qualification^ and  shall  consist  of  Four  Senior  and  Four  Junior  Medical 

Appointment.  Practitioners,  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  an  Aural  Surgeon, 
a  Dental  Surgeon,  an  Anaesthetist,  a  Radiologist  and  such 
other  specialists  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  registered  practitioners,  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board. 

Term  of  office.  50.  Every  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 

shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  ten  years  and  shall  subject 
to  Rule  52  be  eligible  for  re-election  for  one  or  more  term 
or  terms  of  ten  years. 

Disqualification.  51.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  election  or 

re-election  as  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
who  shall  hold  any  appointment  calculated  to  interfere 
with  the  efficient  discharge  of  his  duties  at  the  Institution. 


superannuation  52.  No  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff

Duties  53.  One  Senior  and  one  Junior  member  of  the 

Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  be  in  charge  at  the  Infirmary 
every  week  in  rotation  and  all  the  members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  conform  to  the  regulations 
of  the  Medical  Committee  and  the  Board. 


Consuming  54.  An}^  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 

&c. ltd  Las’  who  shall  have  held  office  for  twenty  years  or  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  60  years  may  be  elected  by  the  Board 
a  Consulting  Medical  Oliicer.  A  Consulting  Medical 
Officer  shall  hold  office  for  life. 
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55.  All  registered  medical  practitioners  in  the 
Infirmary  district  may  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times  Practitioners, 
to  the  Institution. 

Other  Medical  Officers,  Etc. 

56.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  resident  Medical  officersf&c?al 
Officers  and  also  a  Dispenser,  who  shall  be  duly  qualified 

and  registered,  and  also  a  resident  Matron,  who  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
from  time  to  time. 

57.  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  who  shall  discharge  Secretary 
all  the  duties  of  a  Secretary  and  shall  devote  his  whole 

time  to  the  affairs  of  the  Institution.  He  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  proper  keeping  of  the  accounts,  for 
the  custody  of  all  vouchers,  papers  and  books  and  for  the 
regular  collection  of  all  subscriptions  and  moneys,  which 
shall  be  paid  forthwith  into  the  Bank  to  the  credit  of 
the  Institution. 

58.  The  Honorary  Secretary  shall  perform  such 
special  secretarial  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  to  him  by 
the  Board. 

59.  All  persons  who  meet  with  sudden  accidents  ^eIated°asP 
and  such  acute  medical  or  surgical  cases  as  require  Patients, 
immediate  help  shall  be  treated  at  any  time  without  a 
ticket  of  recommendation,  but  otherwise  no  person  shall 

be  treated  as  a  patient  without  a  ticket  of  recommenda¬ 
tion. 


60.  No  lunatic  or  person  suffering  from  infectious  Restrictions  on 
disease  shall  be  admitted  or  retained  as  a  patient,  unless  AdmiS:,lon* 
requiring  surgical  operation. 

61.  Any  patient  refusing  to  obey  any  rule,  standing  p^Jlj^1  of 
order  or  bye-law  of  the  Institution,  or  to  follow  the  medical 

or  surgical  directions  which  shall  have  been  given  him  may 
be  dismissed.  Every  such  dismissal  shall  be  reported 
to  the  House  Committee  at  their  next  Meeting. 

62.  No  in-patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Re tJ n t iSif 
Institution  longer  than  six  weeks  after  admission  unless  of  in-Patients. 
the  Honorary  Medical  or  Surgical  Officer  under  whose 

care  he  is  recommends  that  he  shall  remain  a  reasonable 
time  longer.  Any  such  cases  shall  be  reported  to  the 
House  Committee  by  the  House  Surgeon,

VI.— PRIVILEGES  OF  GOVERNORS. 

63.  Every  annual  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  during 
the  period  covered  by  each  subscription  to  recommend 
two  out-patients  for  every  half  guinea  of  his  subscription. 

VII.— PROPERTY. 

Payment  of  Subscriptions. 

64.  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  between 
the  1st  January  and  the  31st  December  in  each  year. 

Bankers. 

65.  The  Bankers  of  the  Institution  shall  be  the 
Midland  Bank  or  such  other  Bank  as  the  Board  shall 
determine. 

66.  All  subscriptions  and  pecuniary  donations  and 
legacies  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Institution  and 
the  income  of  investments  and  all  other  moneys  from 
time  to  time  forming  part  of  the  general  revenue  of  the 
Hospital  shall  on  the  same  being  received  be  paid  to  the 
Bank. 

67.  Cheques  shall  be  drawn  under  the  Order  of  the 
Board  and  shall  be  signed  by  any  two  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

Investment. 

68.  All  moneys  requiring  investment  shall  be 
invested  by  the  Trustees  in  the  purchase  in  the  names  of 
the  Trustees  of  securities  authorised  by  law  as  proper 
for  the  investment  of  trust  funds. 

VIII.— ALTERATION  OF  RULES. 

69.  No  Rule  shall  be  revoked  or  altered  and  no  new 
Rule  shall  be  made  except  by  a  resolution  passed  by  a 
majority  of  the  Governors  present  at  a  General  Meeting. 
Notice  of  the  proposed  alteration  must  be  given  in  the 
notice  convening  the  Meeting  and  notice  thereof  given  to 
the  Secretary  ten  days  before  the  date  of  the  notice 
convening  the  Meeting.
